Several new amendments to the

Another amendment by Senator

vided for an increase in the cotton 
acreage limit for next year which 
would affect states where produc- 
tion per acre was high.

After the senate finishes con- 
sidering amendments to the farm 
bill, it must hear debate on a vole 
untary farm plan proposed by 
Senator Lee, Democrat, Oklahoma, 
who said he planned no prolonged 
speech-making for his measure.

Far Jobless Persons Would Go to Co-operate With 
Federal Government. 


By DR. GEORGE C. GALLUP. 
Director American Institute of 
Public Opinion. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—One 
problem that promises to plague 
Washington in 1938 is the prob- 
lem of unemployment, particular- 
ly that created by this winter’s 
business decline. Only last month 
the government sent out 80,000,- 
000 unemployment _ registration 
cards in an attempt to measure the 
size of its job problem, but the 
government cannot expect to make 
use of this costly device for pe- 
riodic check-ups. 

What then? 

Many statisticians believe that a 
self-registration plan for the un- 
employed, possibly a plan similar 
to the one used in Great Britain, 
will be the only satisfactory way 
for the government to keep tab 
on its shifting unemployment sit- 
uation. 

Would unemployed Americans 
co-operate? 

Weekly Registration. 

A survey of employed and un- 
employed persons throughout the 
United States, conducted during 
the past fortnight by the Ameri- 
can Institute of Public Opinion, 
the result of which is revealed in 
this release of “America Speaks,” 
shows that even without any spe- 
cial inducement a great majority 
of persons say they would be will- 
ing to register weekly as in Great 
Britain. 

The Institute’s question asked: 


“Do you think all the unem- 


‘ 


pployed should register weekly at 
some such place as the postoffice 
so that the government can know 
each wek how many are out of 
work?” 

Sixty-four per cent of the un- 
employed in today’s survey said 
“ves.” 

Sixty-two per cent of those with 
jobs agreed. 

Many a young person in ‘the 
United States today has never 
known steady employment. From 
these ranks come the largest vote 
in favor ofa weekly registration 
plan, the Institute survey shows. 


Periodic Registration. 

The unemployed persons over 
the age of 55 who were interview- 
ed by the Institute also showed 
special interest in periodic regis- 
tration.

The woman, listed as. Louise 
Smith, 29, of 334 Whitehall street, 
was being held at Fulton tower 
last night. The negro woman was 
listed as Ella Thompson, of 4 
Brown alley. Name of the man 
was not revealed. 

The investigation was made by 
Huntt to “find out for himself” 
the conditions present in the sec- 
tion. 

Necessity for Clean-Up. 

Assistant Solicitor Andrews 
said the revelations showed the 
necessity for a cleanup of the 
area and indicated indictment of 
policemen for accepting bribes in 
the area might follow.

August when two men held up 
and kidnaped the jailer, was shot 
and captured last night at Rocky 
Mount, N. C., police there re- 
ported. 

Policeman J. I. Nichols said he 
shot McIntosh in the right shoul- 
der when the fugitive attempted 
to escape from a patrol car en 
route to the police station. Nich- 
ols and Officer Ralph Rogers, act- 
ing on a tip, had arrested the man 
earlier in North Rocky Mount. 

Taken to a hospital, his condi- 
tion was said to be not serious. 

Cobb County Sheriff E. M. Legg 
described McIntosh as one of the 
state’s most notorious criminals. 
He had just been returned from 
Alcatraz when he escaped. He 
was under 160 years and life sen- 
tence for murder, four kidnapings, 
highway robbery, car thefts and 
lesser crimes when he escaped, 
Sheriff Legg said. 

McIntosh was freed August 10, 
shortly after midnight, when a 
man walked into the Cobb county 
jail and demanded Jailor S. T. 
Huddleston to “open up!” The 
command was so realistic and like 
that given by the sheriff and his 
deputies when they bring in night 
prisoners, that the jailor opened 
the door without a thought, it was 
reported. An accomplice remain- 
ed outside. 

The jailor was forced at gun 
point to point out the McIntosh 
cell, open the door and then come

‘We Are Now On Own,’

ROME, Dec. 11.—Italy with- 
drew tonight from the League of 
Nations, but announced her de- 
termination to continue to collab- 
orate for peace. 

The action, decided upon at a 
seven-minute meeting of the Fas- 
cist grand council, was proclaim- 
ed by Premier Benito Mussolini 
from the balcony of the Palazzo 
Venezia. 

One of the greatest crowds ever 
assembled in the vast square in 
front of the palace, despite a 
heavy rain, roared its approval. 
“Now we are on our own,” he 
shouted, “and depart without re- 
grets from the reeling ship where 
they do not work for peace but 

preparing for war.” 

w Italy thus followed in the foot- 
steps of Germany and Japan, with 
whom she is joined in an anti- 
Communist pact, among the lead- 
ing nations to depart from the 


league: 

Two-Year Notice. 
Membership in the league will 
not end until two years after for- 
mal notice of withdrawal but 
Italy for more than a year has 
pursued a “policy of non-co-oper- 
ation” with Geneva.

tii Lindsay made his asser- 
tion during an inspection tour of 
the Tattnall and Milledgeville 
prisons by the senate and house 
of representatives prison commit- 


tees. 
Two-Day Trip. 

Senator Lee Purdom, of Black- 
shear, chairman of the senate 
group, and Representative E. I. 
Almand, of Monroe, chairman of 
the house committee, headed the 
body of 69 senators and repre- 
sentatives who made the two-day 
trip. 

The prison visit came as a series 
of bills designed to completely re- 
form the prison system of the 
state, and to eliminate the words 
“chain gang” from Georgia, are 
scheduled for early consideration 
by the general assembly. 

To Pay for System. 

Lindsay said the tag manufac-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.— 
(P)—Here is the way the 1938 
cotton marketing quota would 
be divided among states under 
the ever-normal granary bill as 
amended by the senate today: 
Georgia, 921,000; Virginia, 28,- 
000; North Carolina, 505,000; 
South Carolina, 653,000; Flor- 
ida, 27,000; Missouri, 267,000; 
Tennessee, 363,000; Alabama, 
895,000; Mississippi, 1,332,000; 
Louisiana, 544,000; Texas, 2,- 
803,000; Oklahoma, 521,000; 
Arkansas, 988,000; New Mex- 
ico, 93,000; Arizona, 173,000: 
California, 484,000; others, 12,- 
000 (includes [Illinois, Ken- 
tucky and Kansas). 

The senate bill now provides 
that a quota of 10,483,000 bales 
be divided by the secretary of 
agriculture among states on a 
basis of average production per 
acre during the past five years, 
except that the allotment to 
any state cannot be below 70 
per cent of yield per acre in 
1937. 

The bales will be reduced to 
acreage on this basis. The 
grower may market all the cot- 
ton he produces on the allotted 
acreage.

With 
such proceedings I conceive it as 
entirely possible that we might 
have wages fixed in the south- 
lan@ without representatives of 
either our employers or our em- 
ployes being present.

Georgia’s state highway patrol 
arrested 363 persons for reckless 
or drunk driving since its inaugu- 
ration September 18, according to

the national labor relations board, 
tonight defended the agency 
against charges that it is violating 
the freedom of the press through 
subpoena procedure. He asserted 
in a vigorous public statement that 
“some editors” are misinterpreting 
the constitution. 

Madden broke an eight-day si- 
lence maintained in the face of 
mounting criticism of the board 
for ordering the editor of a trade 
magazine to appear at a hearing. 
He countered with an assertion 
that the freedom of the press, 
stipulated in the constitution, 
“does not mean that if a news- 
gatherer or an opinion-seeker in 
the course of his work observes 
a violation of law, he may not be 
asked by public authority to give 
evidence of that violation%” 

Madden’s »Apologia—almost un- 
precedented in the annals of the 
NLRB—was occasioned by a storm 
of criticism which followed reve- 
lation that the board had sub- 
poenaed Hartley W. Barclay, edit- 
or of “Mill and Factory,” in con- 
nection with an article he wrote 
about an NLRB investigation of 
labor conditions in Weirton, W. 
Va., citadel of the Weirton Steel 
company. 

The board has been inquiring 
into charges, «filed by John L. 
Lewis’ steel workers’ organizing 
committee, that the steel firm was 
violating the Wagner Labor Re- 
lations act by discriminating 
against and intimidating union 
workers.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—(UP) 
The United States government to- 
night sharply asked Soviet Russia 
for accurate and complete infor- 
mation concerning the reported 
disappearance in Moscow of two 
American citizens. Donald L. Rob- 
inson, New York writer, and. his 
wife, both natives of New York 
city. 

Robinson disappeared from the 
Soviet government-operated Na- 
tional hotel in Moscow several 
days ago. His wife dropped out 
of sight a few days later. 

The American government, de- 
spite repeated inquiries at the 
hotel and the Soviet foreign of- 
fice by American embassy offi- 
cials in Moscow, has been unable 
to obtain any official informa- 
tion. 

While Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull addressed the strong re- 
quest for information to the Rus- 
sian government, Senator Royal 
S. Copeland, Democrat, New York, 
demanded that the senate take 
action to obtain immediate infor- 
mation of the missing couple. 

“IT learn the government has is- 
sued an ‘ultimatum’ to Moscow— 
whatever that may be,” Copeland 
said. “But I don’t want these peo- 
ple to disappear and then learn 
five years from next Wednesday 
that they were killed. I urge the 
senate to take some action.” 

Plainly impatient with the man- 
ner in which these inquiries were 
being evaded, Secretary Hull to- 
day called the Soviet ambassador, 
Alexander Troyanovsky, to the 
State Department. He demanded 
the speediest possible action to 
ascertain full and complete facts 
concerning the Robinsons and their 
whereabouts. 


WORLD ARMS COST 
TRIPLES 1913 FUND 


Spending in 1937 To Exceed 
11 Billions, League’s 
Year Book Shows. 


PARIS, Dec. 11.—(4)—The 
League of Nations armaments 
year book, published today, show- 
ed that the world’s expenditures 
on armaments in 1937 will total 
$11,857,000,000, nearly three times 
as much as in 1913, the year be- 
fore the World War began. 

The world’s standing armies to- 
taled 8,500,000, as against only 
6,000, 006 in 1913. : 

The steady growth in the sums 
spent for war machines was 
shown by comparison with the to- 
tals for 1932 and 1935, respective- 
ly, $7,181,000,000 and $9,352,000,- 
000. The year book emphasized 
that its figures did not include the 
expenses of semi-military or- 
gans of many nations nor the costs 
of construction of strategic roads 
and airports, en serving 
military purpose 

Of the 1937 total $7,682,000,000 
has gone for upkeep of Europe’ s 
war machines, nearly 65 per cent 
of the world total. Four years 
ago Europe spent about 60 per 
cent of the total. 

Returns from 64 nations were 
included in the 1937 tabulations, 
but seven of them spent 76 per 
cent of the total, of $9,010,000,000. 
These seven, the United States, 
Britain, France, Italy, Germany, 
Japan and Soviet Russia, together 
increased their armaments spend- 
ing 80 per cent since 1932.

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COUNTY WILL VOTE 
NEW SEWER LINES 
AT BUDGET SESSION 


Salary Slashes and Cuts in 
Jobs May Be Made, Lon- 
gino Says. 


Several hundred miles of new 
sewers for Fulton county will be 
approved by the county commis- 
sion Wednesday as it meets to fix 
the county budget for 1938, Com- 
missioner George F. Longino said 
yesterday. 

No increases in salaries or num- 
ber of employes will be made, 
Longino said. On the contrary, 
decreases in salary scales and fur- 
ther slashes in personnel may be 
voted, in spite of department 
heads’ recommendations asking 
more money and employes. 

Longino also said that creation 
of a sewer department will be 
considered by the body to take 
care of new construction in pros- 
pect. 

New sewers will be to supple- 
ment large trunk lines now under 
construction and will be in the 
form of lateral branches connect- 
ing trunk lines. Details have not 
yet been worked out. 

Septic Tanks to Go. 

It is planned to do away with 
all septic tanks in the county, 
many of which were constructed 
as long as 25 years ago. The 
tanks, which will be replaced by 
the lateral sewer lines, were built 
to accommodate five houses each. 
In many cases there are now 100 
houses using the same tank, Lon- 
gino said. 

New sewers will be constructed 
under the recent amendment to 
the state constitution which al- 
lows the commission to put in 
sewerage projects wherever need- 
ed and assess adjoining property 
owners for the cost. 

Under the old law, approval of 
51 per cent of the adjoining own- 
ers was necessary before a sewer 
project could be built. 

If present plans materialize, all 


sewer projects will be placed un-| 


der a new sewer department to 
be created either at the next meet- 
ing or after the first of the year. 
This move is necessitated by the 
increased importance of sewage 
disposal to the county, Longino 
said. 
Move for Efficiency. 

“Creation of such a department 
will be the most important move 
for county efficiency taken this 
year,” he emphasized. 

Indications were that the head 
of the new department would be 
drawn from the ranks of present 
county employes. He will be 
termed assistant superintendent of 
public works and will be under 
the present superintendent, Cap- 
tain A. A. Clarke, who in turn is 
responsible to the chairman of 
county commission’s committee on 
public works. 

Longino also indicated that 
three positions newly created by 
constitutional amendment in the 
June 8 election would be placed 
in the sewer department. These 
three posts, not yet filled, are 
building inspector, plumbing in- 
spector and electrical inspector. 

More Workers To Go. 

Speaking of budget measures to 
be considered at the meeting Wed- 
nesday, Longino said that it wa. 
not positive that the commission 
would add more names to the list 
of three already discharged this 
month. 

There will be further discharges 
before the first, he indicated, and 
very likely others will be let go 
after January 1.

MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 11.—It was no easy matter for the 
Georgia football players to break away from this widely adver- 
tised garden spot of America today. 


There is, of course, no question of a transfer of allegiance 
or anything of the sort, but the fact remains that the boys were 
casting a few longing glances here and there. 


The reason for this is not very difficult to explain. It was 
here at the Miami Biltmore, in one of the few places in all 
the world where one is able to sit in a hotel and observe the 
progress of one of the richest golf tournaments—the $10,000 
Miami Biltmore open—that the Georgia team of 1937 en- 
joyed one of the grandest times ever accorded a football team 
from the Empire State. 


The season was over last night when a great Georgia 
team won going away from a determined Univergjty of 
Miami eleven that, strangely, earned 16 first downs to 
14. Georgia won the game, 26 to 0, and might have 
done even more damage to the Hurricanes had not 
Coach Harry Mehre, in his final game for the school, 
used every available player. 

The boys to a man, so to speak, wanted to be in Coach 
Mehre’s final game. They made their requests through Cap- 
tain Bill Hartman. And everyone who was able—only Jim 
Fordham couldn’t get in uniform because of a knee injury——was 
given an opportunity to play. 

It was a magnificent gesture. A couple of the boys 
who were brought along on this trip were not on the 
varsity squad. They were scrubs who had been given 
a slight measure of reward for faithful service in the 
scrimmages. They played, too. 

And there wasn’t a boy among them who didn’t do some- 
thing that marked this game apart. It was a sort of valedic- 
tory. The usual pep talk was abandoned. Coach Mehre did 
not say half a dozen words to the players beforehand. 

They went to work beginning with the opening kick- 
off and, as aforementioned, had they been shooting with 
one rather well-defined team of experienced players, 
Georgia really would have waltzed under the light of 
the silvery moon and the powerful arcs of the handsome 
new Orange Bow! stadium. Reid DeJarnette, a Geor- 
gia graduate of the class of ’19, and Jack Baldwin, who 
is associated with the Orange Bowl game here on New 
Year’s Day, personally made it a perfect trip for the 
Buildog party. 

Georgia is coming back next year. -The game will be played 
on December 3 and all the boys who return will look forward 
with a great deal of anticipation to taking a curtain call in the 
splendid Orange Bowl stadium and in competition again against 
Coach Jack Harding’s hustling Hurricanes. 


WHAT PRICE GLORY? 

It may be of interest to learn that, of the 16 graduating 
members of this year’s team, all save one depart with a degree. 
And the only one who won’t can do so by taking up a few 
courses in summer school. 

Red Holland, a reserve fullback, heads the list of 
bright students. His average of 95 is the best ever 
compiled by a football player in the school of commerce. 


Two of the Georgia players are in the running for a Rhodes 
scholarship. Holland is one and Andy Rodenberry, reserve 
quarterback, is the other. 

Speaking of quarterbacks, who are supposed to be a bit 
bright anyway, Lew Young not only graduates with a degree but 
he finishes a couple of quarters ahead of time. 

Other graduates among the 16 who will receive 
degrees include Forest Towns, Otis Maffett, Stooge 
Davis, Tom Haygood, Walter Troutman, Buddy Milner, 
Red Milton, Lee Richards, Jim Cavan, Wallace Miller, 
Captain Bill Hartman and Crenshaw Bonner. 

Pete Tinsley, a mighty fine guard, who a year ago 
was one of Coach Mehre’s budding halfbacks, can ob- 
tein his degree by attending summer school, which he 
plans to do. 

A year ago, only one football graduate missed getting a/ 
degree.

40,000 Fans Expected in 
Spite of Zero Weather 
for Title Battle. 


CHICAGO Dec. 11.—(#)—The 
cocky Washington Redskins 
battle the rough Chicago Bears for 
the national professional football 
championship at Wrigley field 
tomorrow on a frozen gridiron. 
Between 40,000 and 44,000 fans, 
a thousand or more from Washing- 
ton alone, will see the title con- 
flict, judging from the record ad- 
vance sales, despite near zero 
weather which has prevailed all 
week. Should the temperature re- 
turn to normal of 30 degrees 
tomorrow, as indicated, a record- 
breaking crowd is expected to be 
in the stands. 

Gate receipts probably will 
reach $200,000, with the players 
getting 50 per cent and 60 per cent 
of their cut going to the winner 
and 40 per cent to the loser. The 
players on the winning team prob- 
ably will receive $750 each.

BEARS FAVORED 
Despite the spectacular rush of 
the Redskins to the eastern cham- 
pionship, the Bears, with the 
toughest line in all football, will 
go into the game a slight favorite.

A sell- 
out would mean a crowd of 18,500 
and receipts of close to $100,000.

Those close to him say 
the Teuton has never worked 
harder preparing for a battle.

Inventor Says 
Cage Sport 
Doomed 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 11.—(UP)—Dr. 
James A. Naismith, 76-year-old 
father of basketball, said that 
coaches and rule makers are tak- 
ing the game he invented 46 years 
ago for a one-way ride down the 
road to ruin. 

Dr. Naismith, professor emeri- 
tus at the University of Kansas 
where he served as physical edu- 
c@tion director for 39 years, said 
the danger was not immediate, and 
pointed out several improvements 
which should “put new life in the 
old dog.” 

“Briefly, the drastic rule change 
of 1932 did more harm than any- 
thing concocted by the rule mak- 


-/ers since the game was invented,” 


Dr. Naismith said. “Basketball is 
exceptionally popular. It’s played 
in 58 countries, with rules pattern- 
ed after those made in the Unit- 
ed States. But that 1932 rule 
change has nearly ruined it.” 

The rule change, he explained, 
provided division of the basketball 
court into defensive and offensive 
territory and forced the offensive 
team to take the ball out of its half 
of the court within 10 seconds un- 
der penalty of losing the ball. This 
rule, according to Dr. Nv-ismith, 
penalizes the wrong team. 

“The offensive team,” he said, 
“should be allowed to do what- 
ever it wants with the ball. The 
penalty should be attached to the 
defensive team if it doesn’t come 
out of its town territory to try to 
get possession of the ball.” —

COLLEGE BUILDINGS 
GUST REPORT MADE 


Total of $1,046,089 Is Spent 
in 1936 and Half 
of 1937. 


The board of regents expended 
a total of $1,046,089 for new build- 
ings during 1936 and the first half 
of this year, a report of State Au- 
ditor Tom Wisdom to Governor 
Rivers revealed yesterday. 

The audit showed each unit of 


the university system received a 
proportionate share of the build- 
ing fund. Of the total, $418,447 
was supplied by the federal gov- 
ernment through the Public Works 
Administration. The $627,642 bal- 
ance was obtained from § state 
funds. 

More than $600,000 remains in 
the building fund, according to the 
audit,’ and to this will be added 
additional PWA money to com- 
plete the program which is the 
largest ever undertaken by the 
regents for Georgia’s universities 
and colleges. 

In addition to the building fund, 
the auditor reported on general 
and special expenditures of the re- 
gents which showed that a total 
of $2,732,000 was expended. This 
includes the regular transfers from 
the lump appropriation to the var=- 
ious units of the system. 

The report also reveals that no 
member of the board of regents 
has drawn the $7 per diem allow- 
ed by law. Some members of the 
board submitted expense accounts 
while others paid their own ex- 
penses.

Resolutions Closely Follow 
Demand by DeKalb for 


End of ‘Experiment.’ 


By The Associated Press. 
Answering resolutions addressed 


to him by Bibb county commis- 
sioners, Governor Rivers empha- 
sized late yesterday that home- 
stead and personalty tax exemp- 
tion measures before the legisla- 
ture leave the counties their full 
right to levy special taxes to re- 
tire bonded indebtedness. 

The Bibb resolutions called on 
the Governor and his administra- 
tion to enact legislation to reim- 
burse the counties for loss of reve- 
nue anticipated under the home- 
stead exemption act. 

The resolutions were the second 
set in as many days. The DeKalb 
county grand jury Friday deliv- 
ered personally a written state- 
ment appealing for relief from 
what it termed a “dangerous ex- 

riment” in the policy of provid- 

g revenue for local government. 

Bonded Indebtedness. 

The Bibb resolution, adopted at 
at a called meeting yesterday aft- 
ernoon, said “it should be borne 
in mind that bonded indebtedness 
of the state is only about $4,000,- 
000 while the local units of the 
state have a bonded indebtedness 
exceeding $50,000,000.” 

It asserted “the only revenue- 
producing legislation so far pro- 
posed is for the benefit of the 
state government alone” and said 
further “there are no economies 
of any consequence that can be 
put into effect in the operation of 
the county government.” 

Governor Riv ‘asserted both 
the $300 exemption bill for per- 
sonalty and the $2,000 homestead 
exemption bills contain provisions 
leaving intact the right of coun- 
ties and cities to levy for bonded 
indebtedness, within the provi- 
sions of the constitution. 

He reiterated a statement made 
to the DeKalb commissioners Fri- 
day that “they’ve got a soft drink 
bill in the legislature, I under- 
stand, that would allocate half its 
yield to the counties” and said 
several other measures proposed 
were designed to offset losses 
counties would suffer through 
homestead exemptions. 

Purpose of Session. 

The Bibb commissioners agreed 
in Macon that they had been un- 
der the impression the special ses- 
sion was called for tax revision 
solely. Commissioner Leon S. 
Dure, who introduced the resolu- 
tion drawn by County Attorney 
J. C. Estes said: “The call was so 
general that local bills are being 
introduced.” 

Governor Rivers said he includ- 
ed introduction of local bills in 
his call “so counties and munici- 
palities could have the opportu- 
nity of obtaining legislation for 
their particular benefit.” 

Dealing with the proposed bill 
to classify intangibles for taxation 
in Georgia, the resolution said “it 
was certainly contemplated that 
the counties should receive their 
proper proportion of any tax to 
be raised from this source, but as 
yet this has not been settled by the 
general assembly... .” 


Intangibles Legislation. 

The chief executive said it was 
his understanding that pending in- 
tangibles legislation ‘makes full 
provisions for county benefit from 
this tax.” Dealing with the same 
subject in his conference with the 
DeKalb commissioners Friday, he 
said counties would be given this 
money for county use. He had 
been asked if it was not planned 
to restrict it to school use only.

Campaign To Promote Gar- 
ment Made in South 
Planned. 


W. Gordon McKelvey, counsel] 
for the Southern Garment Manu-| 
facturers’ Association, announced 
preliminary plans, yesterday for 
a co-operative promotional cam- 
paign to counteract what he de- 
scribed as “efforts to place the 
south in %a position of industrial 
and commercial inferiority.” 

The move was launched at a 
convention of the manufacturers 
here Friday; and McKelvey said 
details would be disclosed later 
from the association’s offices in 
Nashville, Tenn.

COTTON CLASSED 


51 Per Cent for Season Is 


White Middling. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—(P)— 
The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics reported today that cotton 
classed so far this season averaged 
51 per cent white middlin_, or 
above in grade. About 34 per cent, 
it said, was an inch or longer in 
staple lengths. 

The quality report for the cot- 
ton belt showed that cotton classed 
this week ran considerably below 
the seasonal average. Only 28 per 
cent was white middling or better. 

Spotted classes, the bureau said, 
ran 31 per cent for the week com- 
pared with 21 per cent for the sea- 
son. Cotton between = spotted 
grades and white middling made 
up 39 per cent of the week’s cot- 
ton as against 28 per cent for the 
season. 

The bureau’s chart on staple 
lengths showed that cotton shorter 
than 7-8-inch made up 12 per cent 
of the week’s cotton compared 
with 10 per cent for the season.

PERMITS HOLD GOOD 
FOR SINGLE HOUSES 


Building of Such Structures | “° 
Far Exceed Average for 
Apartments. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—People 

who build one-family homes are 
staying in the home construction 
market much more doggedly than 
the apartment builders, an analy- 
sis by the home building and home 
owning committee of the United 
States Building & Loan League 
reveals. The story of 1937 build- 
ing shows that the last part of the 
summer witnessed only an 8.5 per 
cent decrease in the average num- 
ber of permits per month for sin- 
gle houses when compared with 
the first half of the yeer, while 
multi-family dwellings were 53.6 
per cent off. 
Figures used in the analysis are 
from the Bureau of Labor statis- 
tics and cover some 1,500 cities in 
the United States, the league com- 
mittee explaiend. Permits for two- 
family homes fell off at the start 
of the building slump more con- 
spicuously than for one-family 
homes, but not half so much as 
for apartment building. During 
July and August, only 20 per cent 
fewer two-family homes per 
month were built than in the pre- 
ceding half year. 

Since the savings, building and 
loan associations are largely oc- 
cupied in the financing of one- 
and-two-family buildings, their 
league committee made the sur- 
vey to size up the national di- 
mensions of the slump in their 
particular field as compared with 
total residential building. Clar-

The purpose of the Bulletin is 
to chronicle the worth-while things 
done for, by, and with the negro, 
as a basis of increasing interracial 
good-will and understanding.

According to the tabulation of ol : 
the United States public health 
service, tuberculosis, which ranks 
seventh’ in importance as a cause 
of death among white people in 
the United States has been re- 
duced only to second place among 
the causes of death among the 
negro population, 

Death among negroes from tu- 
berculosis in 1937 is approximate- 
ly at the rate it was the cause of 
death among white people of the ee 
United States in 1910. From 1910 
to 1920 the decline of death among anaes No. : 
both white and colored from tu- 
berculosis moved in parallel lines. 
From 1920 to 1933, the figures as- 
sembled by the United States 
Health Department indicate that 
there has been somewhat of a 
smaller decline in colored mor- 
tality than was correspondingly 
true among the white. This has 
made possible a growing dispar- 
ity between the white and colored 
mortality. It also shows that in 
the northern states the greatest | 1932 
disparity between the two groups 
was evident.

seated in prejudice and compli- 
cated by a variety of economic 
factors. 

“But the condition is so men- 
acing to the future of Jewish life 
in the United States that the ma- 
jor national Jewish organizations 
must combine in order to devise 
of |} ways and means to counteract the 
conditions which make such dis- 
crimination possible. Few people 
realize to what extent this anti- 
Jewish prejudice has seeped into 
every line of endeavor. In many 
instances the discrimination is co- 
vert; in even more cases it is open 
and unconditional. I have no hesi- 
tancy in saying that the discov- 
ery of an antidote for discrimi- 
nation in employment is the most 
important question facing the 
Jewish leaders of America today. 
This is particularly true at a time 
when the field of employment is 
restricted.” 

It is not possible, of course, to 
make a comparison of any sci- 
entific importance, unless and un- 
til all inequalities are eliminated. 
Therefore, inasmuch as negroes 
represent the lowest income 
group, the abnormality in their 
mortality and morbidity rate from 
tuberculosis. and other diseases of 
like nature will have more so- 
ciological than biological signifi- 
cance. The great improvement 
4/that has taken place in their mor- 
tality and morbidity rates indi- 
cates the possibility and insures 
5 |in what degree they have respond- 
ed to the effort made on their be- 
half through municipal, state and 
federal, as well as private health 
agencies toward increasing their 
knowledge of sanitation and habit 
of living.

STRESSED BY NAREB 


Paul Stark Commends Prae« 
tical Message to Congress 
by President, 


President Roosevelt’s brief and 
practical message to the congress 
upon action proposed to encourage 
new private construction of homes 


strikes at the root of important 
problems, recognizes current needs 
which have for months been 
stressed by the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards, Paul 
E. Stark, Madison, Wis., president 
of the national association, said 
addressing its southeast regional 
convention in Jacksonville, Fla., 
recently closed. Notably so recog- 
nized were: 

1. Need of reducing the carrying 
cost to the home buyer on 
mortgage indebtedness. 

“The 5 1-4 per cent interest rate 
contemplated to be made available 
at least for some types of new 
home construction, if the Presi- 
dent’s recommendations are put 
into effect, will bring the cost of 
home mortgage money more near~= 
ly in line with the rate of interest 
at which capital is available for 
other business activity,’’ Mr. Stark 
said. 

2. Need of meeting the amount 
of down payment which the aver- 
age home buyer can at present 
pay by increase of the percentage 
of value borrowable on an insured 
mortgage from 80 to 90 per cent 
on homes costing $6,000 or less. 

3. Desirability of encouraging 
large-scale building operation for 
residential construction, with a 
view of reducing the cost of shel~ 
ter. 

Banking Agency Recognized. 

Other proposals in President 
Roosevelt’s message which the as< 
sociation holds of great impor- 
tance: 

1. Central mortgage banking, in 
the form of mortgage associations 
to be financed initially with gov- 
ernment funds up to $50,000,000. 

This recommendation is recog- 
nition of the need for a type of 
agency which the association has 
long advocated to stabilize mort- 
gage money flow. 

2. Re-enactment of the provi- 
sion for insurance loans for mod< 
ernization and repair, which ex- 
pired last April. 

If congress port to put the Presi- 
dent’s proposals into effect, Mr. 
Stark said, substantial help for 
home building should result. 

In building a long-range nation- 
al housing policy that shall open 
the possibility of home ownership 
to the greatest possible number of 
families, encourage production of 
needed decent housing for all in- 
come groups and bring the build- 
ing industry into normal produc- 
tion, he brought out, this must be 
recognized: aside from the factor 
of outlook for general business, 
which means the outlook for se- 
curity of family income, the prin- 
cipal determining factor is the 
monthly carrying cost of home 
ownership and of rental housing. 
This is made up primarily of in- 
terest, amortization charges and 
tax cost. 

Basing the premium. charge for 
insured mortgages on the dimin- 
ishing balance, as the mortgage is 
paid off, is a change in the nation- 
al housing act advocated by the 
National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards since the original in~ 
troduction of the act.

A BILLION FOR DEFENSE , 

Rumors that President Roosevelt will rec- 
ommend appropriation of a billion dollars for 
the army and navy in 1939, the largest peace- 
time allocation of public funds to warlike pur- 
poses in history, have been current in Washing- 
ton for several days. 

It is stated that world conditions have be- 
come so serious that the administration and the 
State Department have become convinced this 
nation had better gird itself seriously for de- 
fense against any possible aggressor. 

Whether this dark international picture is 
fully warranted cannot be known. Certainly, 
with ambitious dictators heading various gov- 
ernments and with commerce rivalry growing 
daily more acute among the nations, there are 
many sparks not far from the world powder 
kegs. 

Irrespective of foreign dangers, however, it 
would certainly be wise to expend some of the 
money now being used to encourage industry, 
in ways which would make more secure the ma- 
terial possessions of the nation and all its 
citizens. 

The national government, through its va- 
ried work relief agencies, has sought proper 
construction activities. It has even been ac- 
cused, in some instances, of “boondoggling.” 
That is, creating unnecessary tasks for other- 
wise idle men and women. 

Devotion of $1,000,000,000 of the vast sums 
appropriated for work relief to upbuilding of 
the armed defenses of the nation would be the 
antithesis of boondoggling. It would be a wise 
and comforting program. 

And it would not, in any sense, be in vio- 
lation of the principles of peace. Rather, it 
would discourage war, just as the householder 
known to possess a gun is less apt to be the 
victim of a burglar than his neighbor who 
boasts of his unarmed home. 


ARE THESE “THE ENEMY?” 


Spanish insurgents raid, from the air, two 
villages in territory nominally held by their 
internecine foes, the Loyalists. 

That raid, it is reported, brought death to 74 
persons and, of them all, only two were men. 
The 72 were women, mothers and children. 

Describing the scene following the raid on 
Colmenar, one of the villages attacked, an As- 
sociated Press report says: “Eleven of 35 bodies 
lying in a graveyard shed were infants. Swathed 
in blood-stained sheets, they had been placed in 
their dead mothers’ arms.” 

Presumably the aviators who manned the 
controls and dropped the bombs from those air- 
planes of death were acclaimed as victors when 
they returned safely to their own lines. 

Victors? Over what? Over an enemy com- 
posed of helpless women and little -children. 
Victors over innocents who died merely because 
fate had placed them as human targets for the 
most- fearful weapon yet devised by war-mad 
man. 

War was never, truly, decent, never anything 
but cruel horror. Yet the Roman centurions 
who marched pridefully behind a conquering 
Caesar, the Old Guard of Napoleon, the Grena- 
diers of British history, the Minutemen of Lex- 
ington and the Blue and Grey of the War Be- 
tween the States would alike bow shamed heads 
could they see, today, the low estate of war and 
the slaughter field that has taken the place of 
the honorable lists of ancient conflict. 

It is necessary to turn back the pages of 
history to the days of decadent Rome when an 
Emperor Nero gloated over the arena as gladi- 
ators and savage beasts tore the flesh of the 
women and children of Christian martyrdom, 
to find a parallel. 

Mankind, it seems, is climbing no more to- 
ward the angels, but is fast falling back into 
the bestiality of the savage.

CO-OPERATION OR 
SUBMISSION. 

There’s a German saying, “Be 
my brother, or I’ll bash your head 
in.” Some of the emanations re- 
cently from Washington recall it. 
The appeal for co-operation be- 
tween industry and government is 
accompanied by threats of what 
will happen if industry doesn’t co- 
operate. One might call it an at- 
tempt at coercive co-operation. 
But the two ideas are paradoxical. 
There is no such thing as co-op- 
eration by coercion. There is ei- 
ther one thing or the other.

Mr. Henry Wallace, the secretary 
of agriculture, recently advanced a 
seven-point program. It is a rea- 
sonable program. It includes taxa- 
tion revision, a “workable” form 
of ever-normal granary, a “sensi- 
ble” labor program, cheap credit 
and capital through a “healthy” 
securities market, provision of 
government capital to carry the 
burden when private capital fails, 
and the continuance of Secretary 
Hull’s reciprocal trade treaty pro- 
gram for the revival of world 
peace and world trade.

This column was, I believe, the 
first to say—somewhat tactlessly— 
that the stock market break was 
the beginning of a genuine busi- 
ness recession, and, unless certain 
policies were changed, of a depres- 
sion.

different factors, and _ certainly 
among those factors are, very 
prominently, the accumulations of 
bad regulation, defective planning, 
and ill-advised taxation.

“otherwise we will do it.” It is rem- 
iniscent of Goering announcing to 
German industry that it must pro- 
duce this or that—or else; or 
Goebbels demanding from German 
writers that they produce a new 
Nazi culture, right away quick; or’ 
the Soviets telling the fish indus- 
try that it must double its produc- 
tion within a year—or suffer the 
consequences. Actually, what pa- 
alyzes all intelligent co-operative 
action is threats. If added to nor- 
mal risks is the threat of a gen- 
eral earthquake, no one will take 
any at all. Demanding peace, on 
the ground that it is morally de- 
sirable, without making a sincere 
and whole-hearted effort to re- 
move the causes of war, is like 
calling the Brussels conference. It 
gets us nowhere. 


Mr. Wallace’s statement of ob- 


, pectives is fair enough. But what is 


a “workable ever-normal gran- 
ary?’ Other nations have 
years of experiment trying to es- 
tablish it, and haven’t succeeded 
very happily yet, even with dicta- 
torship. What is a “sensible” labor 
program? Hardly the one laid 
down in the Wagner labor rela- 
tions act, to judge by the results 
to date. What is a healthy securi- 
ties market? What we desperate- 
ly need is a new technique to find 
the answer to some of these prob- 
lems. Certainly the answer is not 
to be ‘found by balancing the de- 
mands of special interests, and-em- 
ploying coercion of one kind or an- 
other. Mr. Wallace is not getting 
“co-operation” from the farmers, 
if he has merely made it impossi- 
ble for them to vote against him. 
Submission is not co-operation. 
« a * 

The big problem of agriculture 
is the problem of certain distress- 
ed areas. It is a highly complex 
matter involving previous policies, 
the state of the world market and 
technical changes, and _ it isn’t 
made more easy of solution, by 
making it wholesale. The problem 
of government regulation of wages 
and hours, in.such an economy as 
ours, is a stupendous one. There 
are people in the government— 
Mr. Mordecai Ezekiel, for instance 
—who want to see established a 
sort of all-embracing, industrial 
A. A. A., a system about three 
times as complicated and dubious 
as socialism, and, I think, quite in- 
compatible with democratic gov- 
ernment.

The way to get out of our di- 
lemmas is to find out what is 
workable, but this government has 
in no wise reformed the mechan- 
ism for finding out. Quite the con- 
trary. It has introduced inquisito- 
rial features into the public hear- 
ing. It has delegated the initia- 
tion of legislation to anonymous 
secretariats; it has loosed propa- 
ganda on the nation through me- 
dia never before existing in Amer- 
ican government. 

The job of congress is to call au- 
thorities on questions like the reg- 
ulation of labor and hours by gov- 
ernment. There are people who 
have spent a lifetime studying 
such questions. Mr. Green and 
Mr. Lewis are not labor econo- 
mists. They are labor politicians. 
If I want to know the value of an 
advertised cure for the common 
cold, I don’t consult the boys who 
write the advertising.

Great Britain did not rush to 
present a plan for the governing of 
India, even with Gandhi shivering 
his threats in London. It took four 
years and a royal commission’s 
investigation. And Gandhi, at the 
outset, was not going to co-operate. 
But, in the end, he did.

Maury Maverick suggested the 
other day that congress establish 
the practice of calling cabinet of- 
ficials into the house and senate 
to answer questions. It is a good 
idea. We need new methods of 
probing for intelligent opinion. 
More efficient instrumnts for the 
instruction of congress. Co-opera- 
tion implies intelligent consent on 
the basis of reason.

REFORMER OR SAVIOR? 


John the Baptist is one of the 
most pathetic personalities in his- 
tory. He was essentially a soldier 

_ : —a man of ac- 
} tion. His very 
! righteo u sness 
| expressed itself 

in an effort to 

destroy evil. In 
the very midst 
of his _ fight, 
when he sought 
to strike with 
his battle ax at 
the root of the 
tree of unright- 
a eousness, he 
was thrown into prison. How his 


restless, fiery spirit must have 
suffered under confinement. 

He had little of the imaginative, 
constructive temperament which 
would dream of some ideal social 
system to be builded. He could 
never write a letter to the Phil- 
lipians from a Roman dungeon, a 
Piigrim’s Progress from a Bedford 
jail, or translate a Bible in a Bur- 
mese prison. Yet he had to wait. 
A soldier who could not fight. 

John was a moral revolutionist, 
a religious radical. He came upon 
the scene at a time when his peo- 
ple had reached their lowest na- 
tional existence. The glory of the 
Maccabees was gone, and they had 
come ufider the iron rule of Rome. 
Their country had been cut up into 
insignificant provinces, and over 
Judea reigned the despised WEdo- 
mite parvenu, Herod. Religion 
had degenerated into fine-spun 


theological distinctions, and an 
endless labyrinth of ritualistic ob- 
servances. The moral tone of the 
nation was probably at its low- 
est. Traditional ceremonies were 
substituted for the moral laws of 
Moses, and sacrifices in the temple 
for service to one’s fellow man. 


John the Baptist. 


It had been 400 years since a 
great Phophet had spoken face to 
face with the people, when John, 
his heart burning with righteous 
indignation, came forth from the 
wilderness. With characteristic 
prophetic insight, he sees that the 
root of the evil is not political 
nor theological, but moral.’So the 
keynote of his gospel is, “Repent 
ye, for the kingdom of heaven is 
at hand.” 


The first expression of every 
moral revolt is a protest. Wrath, 
reproof, indignation is on its lips. 
Its purpose is to destroy evil. This 
accounts for the temper and tone 
of John’s preaching. Attracted by 
his magnetic eloquence, and the 
moral earnestness of the preacher, 
multitudes came to him, and were 
met by the astounding salutation, 
“Ye vipers.” Pharisees heard with- 
out any glossing of words, that 
their rule was at an end, and that 
if need be God would raise up chil- 
dren unto Abraham from the very 
stones. “The ax was to be laid at 
the root” of their system. He told 
the publicans to their faces that 
they were thieves, and the soldiers 
heard from his’lips of their tyr- 
anny. 

Now in this moral contest, made 
on behalf of his Master, whose 
coming he proclaimed, he lost his 
liberty. He is waiting there in 
his prison for the trumpet call of 
his captain, and the tramp of a 
victorious army. When he was ar- 
rested he never doubted for a mo- 
ment that he would be released 
by Jesus. Now we must imagine 
the deep disappointment when his 
disciples came back with their re- 
port of the ministry of Jesus. He 
is told that He spends a great deal 
of his time healing sick folk. No. 
He and his disciples do not fast, 
but often He may be found “eating 
and drinking with publicans and 
sinners.” And His gospel is strange 
to their ears. Instead of bringing 
the wrath of fire, He promises for- 
giveness, joy and peace. Did it 
not look as if his, leader had de- 
serted him and gone over to the 
enemy? Then he sends his disci- 
ples with the inquiry: “Art thou 
He that cometh, or look we for 
another?” 

Jesus of Nazareth, 


How gently, and yet how clear- 
ly, Jesus in His reply, shows John 
his fatal mistake. He appeals 
from the interpretation of the Mes- 
siah which John had made, to the 
interpretation given in the prophe- 
cy of Isaiah. “Go tell John the 
things which we see and hear. The 
blind receive their sight and the 
lame walk, the lepers are cleans- 
ed and the deaf hear, the dead are 
raised up and the poor have good 
tidings preached to them.” 


If Jesus Had Not Come. 


Some years ago a minister from 
his pulpit asked this startling 
question: “If Jesus had not come, 
would John the Baptist have been 
the Saviour?” My. answer is, No! 
Men must be wooed before they 
can be won. They must be loved 
before they can be saved. John 
saw men as lawbreakers, while 
Jesus saw them as lost children. 
John approached people with in- 
dignation for their sins, while Je- 
sus came with His great heart fili- 
ed with love for the sinner. John 
was thinking of the satisfaction of 
justice, while the thought of Jesus 
was to make a good man out of a 
bad-man. Jon had constantly be- 
fore him the shocking contrast of 
the deeds of men with the high 
standard of the laws of righteous- 
ness. The contrast which was 
ever in the mind of Jesus was 
what a man could be and what 
he was. With this contrast ‘in 
His heart, the sin was all the more 
vivid, but with His faith in the 
transforming power of love, His 
hope for the redemption of men 
was unconquerable. 

John was the reformer, and put 
his fatih in force and fear. Force 
has its place in the world, but it is 
limited to the control of conduct. 
It may protect society from the 
hurt of lawless men. You can 
force or frighten men to do, but 
you can never force or frighten 
them to be. Jesus was the Sa- 
viour because He loved. The pow- 
er of His preaching was that He 
called to men from a cross. He 
said, “I, if I be lifted up, will draw 
all men unto me,”

It was as I was walking out of 
the theater where Gertrude Law- 
rence portrays so brilliantly the 
rich woman who toys with divin- 
ity in “Susan and God,” that it 
came to me that we suffer these 
days from too much certainty as 
to the rights and wrongs of things.

WISDOM COMES 
LATE IN LIFE 

But this wisdom usually comes 
very late in life. We who live in 
this age of sureness, we find it 
hard to move slowly and let things 
take their course. We must make 
everything do our will and we are 
becoming horribly miserable about 
it, Because things have a way of 
slipping out of our fingers, of mov- 
ing in directions other than we 
planned or expected. Nobody can 
say “We planned it that way,” be- 
cause nothing ever happens ac- 
cording to plan. If that were not 
true we should be enjoying a boom 
rather than a depression just now. 

Take, for instance, the case of 
Homer Martin. He is apparently 
laboring valiantly to produce a re- 
sponsible union in the automobile 
industry. But he finds that in his 
own organization he meets the 
first-line attack of a Communist 
group who insist upon making his 
organization a lawless, irrespon- 
sible group. 

A year ago Homer Martin was 
undoubtedly sure he could handle 
the situation. A year ago opponents 
of the CIO were saying exactly 
What Homer Martin is now dis- 
covering to be true. 

I was among those who opposed 
the CIO, not because it was a new 
unit for collective bargaining but 
because I feared the men in Flint 
and Detroit who are now fighting 
Homer Martin. What I could not 
then distinguish was the differ- 
ence between Homer Martin and 
his followers and the Communists 
and their followers. They all look- 
ed alike to me at that time, as they 
all looked alike to most employers 
at that time. The rough crowd was 
in control of the union machine at 
that time. 


LEADERS WORRIED 
IN BOTH GROUPS 

It is only now that we, on the 
other side, begin to see that some 
of the CIO leaders are as worried 
as we were and that the Com- 
munists should work their way into 
the American labor movement. 
One of the major reasons for the 
urge to peace between the AFL 
and the CIO is that leaders in both 
groups fear the possibility of the 
Communists stealing their organ- 
izations during this period of dis- 
sension. 

We of the conservative group 
might have told John Lewis and 
Homer Martin what our real fear 
was, but at that time they were 
terribly sure of themselves and 
they were only enemies of labor 
fighting against unionization. Now 
they know. 

During the last two years I have 
had much to do with business men. 
Some of them have included me 
among those whom they consulted 
about policy and what to say to 
the public and how to say it. I 
suppose one reason why business 
men consulted outsiders was that 
they were not sure. They were 
frightened not so much by the de- 
pression, with which they were 
familliar, but by the hatred, the 
distortion of their attitude, the 
constant smearing which beset 
them. This they did not under- 
stand. This they tried to under- 
stand but never could. It seemed 
so wrong, so unfair: 


BUSINESS LEADERS 
READY TO HELP 

I attended many meetings of 
such businessmen, sometimes at 
the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers, sometimes with indi- 
viduals. Nowhere did I find that 
die-hard bitterness which the sure 
younger people, who nowadays 
know what can and cannot be 
done, attribute to them. I do not 
know a single business man, Re- 
publican or Democrat, contract- 
signer or anti-contract, who would 
not have given the President his 
experience and services, even 
though he may not have agreed 
with the President’s general line. 
I do not know of one who would 
not do that job today. 

This is no hearsay, for I have 
sat with men of primary responsi- 
bility when they were discussing 
among themselves and not for pub-

Editor, The Constitution: It 
should be of interest to our cot- 
ton growing industry at this pe- 
riod to present statistics from the 
United States census reports on 
the comparative growth of cotton 
in this -country with the produc- 
tion of the staple in other coun- 
tries for the past 10 years. 

In 1936 the United States har- 
vested 12,141,000 bales while for- 
eign cotton growing countries pro- 
duced 18,000,000 bales for the same 
period, or nearly 6,000,000 bales in 
excess of the United States. In 
1926 the United States produced 
17,755,000 bales while the balance 
of the world grew only 10,000,- 
000 bales or over 7,000,000 bales 
less. In 1933 for the first time 
foreign production of lint cotton 


tions in this country. With a 
world total of 26,124,000 bales the 
United States produced 12,664,000 
bales while foreign countries har- 
vested 13,460,000 bales. The ex- 


‘cess of cotton production in for- 


eign countries over the United 
States in 1934 was 3,965,000 bales; 
in 1935 the excess was 5,950,000 
bales and approximately 6,000,000 
bales in 1936. These increases in 
foreign production are largely in 
India, Egypt, Russia, China and 
Brazil. Exports of American cot- 
ton for the years 1926 to 1929 
averaged 8,640,000 bales annually. 
For the four-year period, 1930 to 
1933, the annual exports of Ameri- 
can cotton averaged 7,644,000 bales 
and for the four years, 1934 to 
1937, American exports averaged 
annually 5,936,000 bales. 

For the past four years the an- 
nual excess of foreign grown cot- 
ton over the American has aver- 
aged 4,282,000 bales, while the 
average annual loss in our exports 
for the same period as compared 
with the four years, 1926 to 1929, 
has been 2,700,000 bales. In other 
words as the excess of foreign 
grown cotton over American in 
1933 began to assume serious pro- 
portions the loss in American ex- 
ports became _ correspondingly 
large. It is quite evident from a 
careful analysis of these statistics 
that the foreign textile industry 
is no longer dependent upon 
American cotton as in former 
years and the south must recognize 
that fact in its future cotton grow- 
ing industry. Instead of a world 


‘monopoly of the cotton staple so 


long held by the south, southern 
growers now face serious com- 
petition in all foreign cotton tex- 
tile centers if this country con- 
tinues to produce a large surplus 
of cotton for export in excess of 
the domestic consumption.

GEORGIA PLANT INCREASE 
STOPPED BY UNFAIR TAX 

Editor The Constitution: While 
I nearly always enjoy the edito- 
rials in The Constitution, and gen- 
erally agree with the constructive 
policies of your paper, I was par- 
ticularly impressed with the lead- 
ing editorials in the issues of No- 
vember 28 and December 5, so I 
am taking advantage of this op- 
portunity to express my appreci- 
ation of what I consider to be 
fine contributions on the part of a 
public-spirited newspaper. 

I hope that every member of 
congress from Georgia read your 
editorial of November 28 with re- 
spect to the tax situation, because 
I think it was a fine presentation 
of a very serious problem with 
which business is confronted as a 
desult of very unwise federal tax 
legislation. I know of one very 
large textile mill in Georgia that 
has been ready to double the size 
of its plant and give employment 
to several hundred more workers, 
but they have not been able to 
make this expansion because of 
the penalizing tax the company 
would suffer through withholding 
a portion of its profits to be used 
as capital for building a new mill. 
I know of several Georgia mills 
that would have spent considerable 
money in modernizing their equip- 
ment if they had been permitted 
to use, without a penalty, the prof- 
its which they made during the 
previous year. 

The undistributed profits tax 
has placed an almost insurmount- 
able barrier in front of industrial 
expansion and modernization and 
absolutely prohibits corporations 
from accumulating a surplus dur- 
ing good times which may be used 
as a back-log to carry the com- 
pany through depressions. But for 
the accumulated surplus’ which 
American business built up dur- 
ing the prosperous twenties I won- 
der what would have happened to 
this country during the late de- 
pression, 

I think your editorial of Decem- 
ber 5 was the finest that you have 
ever written and I hope that 
copies of that issue have been 
sent to every southern senator and 
representative in congress. The 
editorial is the finest defense of 
the south and its people that I 
have ever read, and I hope that 
it will inspire our southern con- 
gressmen to greater efforts in be- 
half of the section of the country 
that has contributed immeasura- 
bly to the economic progress and 
prosperity of the. nation, but 
which has always suffered polit- 
ically. During the one period in 
our history when it would seem 
that the south should have its 
greatest opportunity, this section 
seems to be subjected to more dis- 
criminatory legislation than it has 
suffered since the War Between 
the States.

Realty taxes in Georgia are con- 
fiscatory, since at present realty 
owners. pay 93 1-4 per cent of all 
state, county and municipal taxes 
in this state. This unreasonable 
and excessive tax burden has done 
more to depress realty values and 
discourage real estate investments 
and improvement than any other 
one thing. 

Tax real estate on the basis of 
its income, as in England, thus 
making it an asset instead on a lia- 
bility, and much of our idle money 
will seek investment in real estate 
building, and improvement. 

Our state taxes are limited and 
thus not excessive. It is county 
and municipal taxes of real estate 
that has bled its owners white, 
destroying its value as an invest- 
ment. 

For 40 years I have paid ex- 
cessive taxes on timber lands in 
12 north Georgia counties, and 
thus helped support 12 different 
sets of county commissioners, 
where one set would have been 
sufficient.

ATTORNEY-CLIENT 
- CONTRACTS URGED 


Committee Investigating 
Complaints Against Law- 
yers Makes Report. 


Contracts of representation be- 
tween an attorney and his client 
have been recommended in a re- 
port of the grievance committee 
appointed by Fulton superior court 
judges to investigate complaints of 
private individuals against mem- 
bers of the bar.

Commending the work of Inves- 
tigator Everard D. Richardson Jr., 
the report said complaints fall in 
several classes, such as where at- 
torneys take money from negroes 
in jail, guaranteeing to get them 
out but failing to do so; where at- 
torneys collect for or from his 
client and fail to remit; or where 
matters referred to attorneys for 
suit fail to reach the courts. 

The report pointed out that dis- 
barment was recommended for 
two attorneys but was not carried 
out because the two immediately 
left town. The report was signed 
by Shepard Bryan, chairman, and 
Joseph F. Haas, secretary.

N a recent issue of your magazine, I read an 
article by Zoe Farmar entitled: “Secretaries 
Make the Best Wives.”

The beasts won't like it, but don't 
let that worry you. They’re afraid 
of man, and will circle around the 
edges of the cage sniffing nervously. 
But gradually they will get used to 
you and calm down again. There’s 
at least one trainer in the United 
States who even lies down and goes 
to sleep with them. 

After all, accidents will happen. 

Captain CheyneStout, for example,

refuses to back down an Inch in his 
debunking of the lion-tiger story, 
even though one of the keepers in 
his New York Central Park Zoo was 
clawed by Curley, a lioness, only a 
few days ago and was taken to the 
hospital with a deep wound in his 
arm. It was around meal time, when 
the animals always are excited, and 
Captain Cheyne-Stout thinks the 
big kitty was just trying to attract 
the keeper’s attention. 

The captain himself bears ugly 
scars on his back where a lion 
mauled and clawed him, permanent- 
ly injuring the muscles in his shoul 
der and crippling his left arm. But 
the lion really didn’t want to hurt 
him, this champion of the big cats 
insists. 

The lion had put a paw through 
the bars of its cage and couldn't ex- 
tract it. When the captain went 
into the cage and freed the animal 
it turned and attacked him. But it 
was just over-excited, the captain 
insists. Humans act in the same 
way. Often the man who rescues a 
drowning person has to fight a fear- 
inspired assailant. 

On the other hand, you had better 
not get too chummy with your lions 
and tigers, even if you are convinced 
they’re friends. A big cat playfully 
cuffs one just as a jovial man slaps 
his friends on the back. But the 
lion’s playful pat would fell an ox, 
its “fingernails” are long as spikes, 
and woe befall the object of its af- 
fection who isn’t quick to dodge. 

Captain Cheyne Stout doesn’t go 
so far as to say that a lion-tamer’s 
life hasn’t some dangerous moments. 
But he reveals that it isn’t so 
hazardous as it looks. 

Lions and tigers are never tamed. 
They are merely trained. And it’s 
natural to feel afraid when you go 
into a cage with a lion. But you 
have one advantage over the lion— 
he’s a little more afraid than you 
are. 

As soon as the literary prelim- 
inaries are over, trainers start mak-

ing the animals obey commands— 
and like it. If they don’t like it, 
they won't do it, and the snarling 
lions you see at the circus probably 
are enjoying themselves a lot more 
than the showman. 

Of course, once in a while a lion 
takes a dislike to his trainer, just as 
you don’t like every person you 
meet, and he takes a swipe at the 
man every time he gets a chance, 
When something like this happens 
there’s not much to do but sell the 


animal or change trainers. 


The big cats are like humans in 
other ways. If some stranger enters 
your home and starts bossing you 
around, you calla policeman. Well, 
the lion’s cage is his home and he, 
too, resents intrusions by strangers, 
Since he can’t call a cop, he does the 
next best thing by acting fierce and 
trying to convince the intruder he 
ought to leave. 

But when a man the lions know 
as their friend enters, they welcome 
him just as you do when an old and 
trusted friend enters your home. 

When Captain CheyneStout ap- 
proaches their cages, the lions rush 
to the bars to greet him, prowl back 
and forth under his hand as he 
strokes their backs. There's no 
doubt about it. They love it. And 
when he asks them to do their 
stunts they perfcerm gladly. 

One races round and round the 
cage, stopping and starting on com- 
mand. Another chases his tail, 
Another puts his hind foot in his 
mouth, like a baby. And these 
despots of the jungle appear proud 
of their accomplishments and as 
happy as a bunch of puppies. 

The growls and snaris, the guns 
and pitchforks of the circus ring 
are known to the trade as “flash.” 
They're just props. 

Not only that, but many of the 
showmen who put on the circus 
acts here haven't trained the ani- 
mals themselves. Trainers teach 
them their tricks, a task requiring 
more than a year in most instances,

—In which a psychologist an- 
alyzes recent marital tragedies 
and shows two ways in which 
love often turns to murder-frenzy

N THE evening of October 30th, which this 
() year most people observed as Hallowe'en, 
Patrolman Michael Ryan, four months on 

the New York force, and his twenty-year-old wife, 
Patricia, went out for a ride. It was late when 
they returned to the Bronx apartment where their 
two small children — Patricia, aged two, and 
Michael, Jr., nine months—slept in peaceful un- 
awareness of the tragedy that was to befall them. 
Both parents were tired, and the father, who had 
“nad a hard day,” asked his wife to put the car 
away for him. But she doubtless felt that her 


day had been hard, too. Anyhow, she refused,: 


she told police, undressed, and retired, as her 
husband had done. 

But before she could sleep, her story con- 
tinued, the baby aroused her, fretting, and just 
as he quieted, the older Michael began wrangling 
about the car again. Something in Patricia gave 
way. Her eye fell upon her husband's service 
revolver, which hunre on a chair arm in its holster 
she seized it, she related, and fired at the 
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recumbent, but 
still grumbling fig- 
ure, there in the bed. 

And when a few mo- 
ments later: reason re- 

turned, she had made her- 
self a killer, and her children 
orphans. 

This, at any rate, is the official 
version of the story as the police 
gave it.to the papers. The young 

mother was arrested, held without bail, 
and was indicted by the Bronx Grand 
Jury for first degree murder. Her behavior 
was something of a puzzle; fora while at first 

she was so calm as to seem indifferent; when 
she was told of her husband’s funeral she begged 
for .permission to attend it, and failing this, sent 
a wreath of flowers which went with him to his 
final resting-place. 

Patricia’s attorney then said that the story of 
the quarrel over the car was invented by the 
police after they had put his client through a 
“third degree” so severe that she scarcely knew 
what she was saying. ‘He threatened revelations, 
which he claimed the husband’s former fellow- 
officers had tried to suppress, and described the 
killing as due to “a moment of desperation after 
years of pain.” 

We were not to be told what this “pain” was 
till the trial, but there was one thing we can be 
certain of beforehand. The quarrel was not, and 
could not possibly have been the only reason for 
the killing, in the opinion of a psychologist, even 
though Patricia may have thought so at the mo 
ment. 

For a normal person’s inhibitions against 
murder are too strong to give way under any 
such trivial provocation. At most, the dispute 
about the car served as the spark which set off 
a whole powder-magazine of hatred that might 
have been stored up in the young wife’s mind for 
a long while. And though the explosion in this 
case was more than usually deadly, readers may 
well be reminded of how many wives there are in 
whose hearts a similar impulse slumbers. For 
while it is only rarely that a woman actually kills 
her husband, I dare to assert as a psychologist 
that there are thousands who would like to 
do so if conscience or fear did net restrain 
them. 

What is more, these are not women who 
have never loved the men they married. On 
the contrary, they may have loved their hus- 
bands most intensely; for not only can love 
turn to hatred, but hatred and love can live 
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and battle with each other tn the 
same heart—as they may have done in 
Mrs. Ryan’s. 
In general, women hate their husbands for one 
or the other of two reasons, the first and more 


generally recognized of which is that the husband 


is “unfaithful.” 


For example, not so very long ago it was 
announced by police that Mrs. Mary Spry, of 
Brooklyn, a woman of fifty, had confessed having 
shot her husband, nine years younger, because— 
she asserted—after she had set him up in busi- 
ness she found he had spent most of the profits on 
a woman more nearly his own age. The life of this 
couple, probably had been marked by quarrels, 
but in this case the wife asserted that the killing 


_ was to some degree premeditated. And although 


the money out of which she had been cheated 
was the “last straw,” we, as psychologists, need 
not doubt that it was the spending of it on an- 


other woman which in truth provided the real 
motive. 


Here, of course, was alleged “cheating” ji 
literal sense, but there is another abet hs 
obvious kind of cheating which provides the 
second reason why wives hate their husbands 
This is cheating in love itself. For here Nature, 
aided by age-long tradition, has put women large- 
ly at their husbands’ mercy. 

_Worse still, whereas a man who is actively un- 
faithful may be sued for divorce or otherwise 
brought to account, one who so treats his wife— 
as SO many women have expressed it to me— 
leaves her without recourse. Social custom de 
mands that she be considerate of his moods and 
wishes, and if she is not, he is comparatively 
little criticized if he seeks consolation elsewhere 
But if he is selfish in their love, no one but she 
usually knows about it, and few who did know 
would blame him. Only a psychologist or a 
physician knows how general such selfishness is 
or how serious are its effects upon its victims. 

But what is the reason for it? 

I do not believe that men are naturally any 
more selfish than women: they are only brought 
up to be less discerning, especially where their 
wives are concerned. The average husband who 
is selfish in love, either knows no better, or re- 
fuses to admit what he knows because of the 
ideas about women that he was brought up on. 

The answer, of course, is education—not 
merely sex education, but what is far more im- 
portant, education in love. For love, above all 
in marriage, is a fine art, calling for the exercise 
of all the skill, imagination, delicacy of perception, 
and often persistence that a human being is 
capable of. Where these qualities exist and are 
rightly exercised in marriage, the relationship 
between man and wife can be all that the old 
story-books said, and more. But when a man 
enters marriage ignorantly the result is pretty 
sure to be a feeling on the wife’s part that she is 
being “exploited”. And though in most cases 
her bitterness and resentment may remain un- 
spoken, if she is a bit “emotionally unbalanced” 
to begin with, they may drive her on to murder, 
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While at the University of Georgia, Fritz Orr 
divided his time between the trick riding team of 
the R. O. T. C. cavalry unit and running on the 
track.

America’s underprivileged child is viewed from 
a new angle, and Atlanta’s Fritz Orr, whose phys- 
ical training club for boys has made him known 
throughout Georgia, is credited by “Hygeia,” an 
American Medical Association publication, with 
finding a solution to the problem of the nation’s 
“forgotten child’’—the. “poor little rich boy.” 

In the November issue of ‘‘Hygeia,” edited by 
Morris Fishbein, M. D., Frank Howard Richardson 
advocates a sporting chance for the “poor little rich 
boy” and cites as a practical example the boys’ 
club formed in Atlanta by Fritz Orr, University 
of Georgia graduate and prominent in Atlanta 
society. 

“Fritz Orr is making a contribution to the train- 
ing of the leaders of tomorrow that it is difficult 
to estimate and impossible to appraise accurately,” 
the national health magazine article says. © 

“Doctors, lawyers, judges, executives of big busi- 
ness, a world’s champion golfer—all turn their sons 
over to this keen young business and society man, 
whose hobby it is to give the sons of such men 
a ‘break’ as we think the children of the tenements 
are entitled to receive. The fact that such oppor- 
tunities are not always available«to all our boys is 
the tragedy of the American scene today. Those 
who lack them, whatever their social and economic 
status may be, are indeed America’s underpriv- 
ileged boys and girls.” 

The article, entitled “Sportsmanship Preferred” 
pays high tribute to the success of Fritz Orr with 
his boys’ club here and also touches upon the move 
by the Junior League to form a similar club for 
young girls of prominent and well-to-do Atlantans. 

For several years, Fritz Orr worked with boys 
in summer “Y” camps and when he entered busi- 
ness in Atlanta he tried to find a way these good 
times could be enjoyed by some boys during the 
winter. 

There seemed to be little to do about it, how- 
ever, until a leading Atlanta attorney suggested that 
he start a small club for boys whose homes were 
in the suburban section of large estates and who 
were deprived of comradeship of other boys their 
own age. 

At the start, the club was to meet in the after- 
noons after school on the wooded grounds of the 
attorney's estate, and was to be conducted strictly 
on a financial basis, remuneration being computed 
on a time basis. 

In this way, Fritz Orr, 30-year-old society and 
businessman, found himself back in the work he 
loved best to do—training young boys into strong 
and healthy men and playing around in the out- 
doors with horses. At the university, Fritz had 
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divided his time between the trick riding team of 
the R. T. C. cavalry unit and running on the 
track. 

From that start on the attorney’s private estate, 
his boys’ club has become famous, spread out into 
a 14-acre tract of woodland on Nancy creek, along 
Pace’s Ferry road. A clear creek 30 feet wide and 
deep- enough for paddling, runs directly to the 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico. 


And on that tract, America’s new underpriv- 
ileged boy is getting a “break” at last, Richardson 
says in ‘“Hygeia.” 

“Who is America’s underprivileged boy?” he 
asks. “Is he the poof boy, for whom society has 
provided gymnasiums and swimming pools, camps 
and athletic fields? Or is he the ome whose fam- 
ily is in comfortable circumstances and can buy 
him anything he wants, except just such opportuni- 
ties as these supply for making friends and chums 
of his own age?” 

Fritz Orr, the article points out, believes it is 
not a question of financial status, but the oppor- 
tunity for making contacts with other boys. 

“It is enough to say that boys drawn from out- 
standing families of the city, state and nation are 
here learning the obligations that go with their 
advantages,” the author says. 

“This is a training that has been sadly lacking 
in the early lives of many of our embryo citizens 
of privilege, with tragic’ results. These boys are 
becoming expert in skills that will stand them in 
excellent stead in whatever walks of life they 
chance to find themselves; and they are learning 
qualities that make for character in any situation.” 

The author says all the blame for the plight of 
the “poor little rich boy” is not to be placed on 
his own shoulders for not taking advantage of his 
opportunities. It is sometimes the parent who must 
be labored with in order to straighten out some 
emotional program, he adds. 

One boy who told Fritz he “wished he had some- 
one to love him” belonged to one of the city’s “best 
families,” and it was the parents whom the young 
director had to treat with utmost tact, the article 
says. 

The opinion the boys themselves have of the 
club and of its young director is ably summed up 
in the words of an “old-timer” member, Richardson 
says. Turning to his mother after a certain event, 
the youngster remarked: 
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“Mother, if that baby had uv been a girl, Fritz 
Orr would uv made a man out of her.” 


The article pays tribute to Fritz for the fall 
program he conducts when football holds the major 
interest. 


“It is not the unsupervised, highly dangerous 
sport that football has become in some of our high 
schools, where immature boys are permitted to take 
perilous risks without adequate protection and 
proper safeguards, They play in full equipment, 
made by the leading sporting goods manufacturers 
to the special design of the director. 

“The teams, carefully matched as to size and 
ability, elect their own captains. Special instruc- 
tion is given the very awkward youngster, as noth- 
ing is more cruel and brutally frank than a group 
of pre-adolescent boys! Self-assurance, combined 
with courtesy toward the fellow who cannot do 
things quite so well, is the goal.” 

The article traces the development of Fritz Orr's 
club for Atlanta’s youngsters from its beginning, on 
the attorney's estate, to its present location on 
Pace’s Ferry road. 

Soon after the weekly meetings began, Fritz 
found himself meeting more than a dozen boys, 
twice a week. He began to work out a regular 
program of athletics and outdoor life. And being 
an expert horseman, he naturally included horse- 
manship in his training course, 

“Atlanta parents of prominence were'not slow 
to realize what it meant to their sons to have the 
companionship of boys their own age, under the 
magnetic leadership of a man who combined ideals 
of sportsmanship, outdoor living and good citizen- 
ship with a practical ability to put these ideals 
across. So it was not long before a second group, 
6 and 7-year-olds this time, were meeting and using 
the estate of the editor of the oldest newspaper in 
the city,” the article explains. 

Following this expansion, the time came when 
new equipment and more space was needed, and 
four of Atlanta’s leading citizens—a vice president 
of a manufacturing plant, a lawyer, a stock broker 
and an editor—entered a contract to lend, without 
interest, enough money to purchase a permanent 
site for buildings and playgrounds, the author of 
the article says. 

Result of all this can be seen in the heart of 
the estate section on Nancy creek.

begins. Scientists, divers and ex- 
have, however, vouched for 

the facts in several encounters. 
One such struggle took place not 
long ago in the surf south of San 
Francisco’s Golden Gate, not far 


in the warm water, Frank Coltrin, 
of San Jose, Calif., suddenly felt 
himself encircled by a lashing ten- 
tacle. The struggling man had a 
vision of a glutinous body, fierce 
eyes and a snapping beak. In a 
moment, the strong suction grip of 
the tentacles had bound both legs 
and his left arm. Fighting 
with all his strength 

with his one free 
arm, Coltrin 


was being dragged slowly to death 
when his cries brought help from a 
friend fishing nearby. 

The friend hacked away with a 
razor-sharp fisherman’s knife at the 
entwining arms. But as fast as one- 
tentacle was cut away another 
seemed to replace it. He drove his 
knife in a last desperate thrust be- 
tween the creature’s eyes, and it re- 
laxed its hold. Weakened by the 
struggle and shaken by fright Col- 
trin was taken ashore. 

Despite the authenticated stories 
of attacks upon man by the octopus, 
scientists declare that the monster 
is not often a menace to humans. 
This declaration was tested recently 
in the Chicago Aquarium when Miss 
Florence Douglas, prominent society 
girl, dove into one of the tanks 
there and permitted herself to be 
imprisoned by the tentacles of an 


‘octopus. She had little difficulty in 


escaping its coils and rising to the 
surface of the tank. 

Both the octopus and the squid 
are grouped under the general clas- 
sification of “devil-fish.” They. are 
virtually the same, except that the 
squid is larger. The octopus can 
change color at will. It has a wide 
range of hues, depending upon its 
species, varying from a mottled yel- 
low and brown through scarlet and 
orange, to purple. When it is 
aroused in anger its pigment deep- 
ens. There are ninety different 
species known to science. 

Under the heading of legend, 
comes the fabulous story which 
grizzled fishermen tell of the octo- 
pus that was supposedly killed and 
put into a pot in a fireplace to cook. 
The heat revived the monster and 
it came back to life, scrambling up 
the chimney and taking refuge 
on the roof where it put up a 
fight. 

The old sailor-men spinning these 
yarns insist that they are true, 
They will tell you wondrous tales 
of battles with huge sharks and of 
colossal devil-fish like the one sup- 
posed to have been found in the 
East Indies. This monster is said 
to have measured 12 feet across its 
central part, with a spread of 120 
feet from tip to tip. 

Whether or not you believe these 
fanciful sagas, there is one authenti- 
cated tale of an octopus that at- 
tacked a boat. Two fishermen and 
a 12-year-old boy put out in a small 
boat in Conception Bay, near St. 
John’s, Newfoundland, some years 
ago. Floating toward them on the 
surface of the water was a huge 
shapeless mass that looked like 
wreckage. One of the fishermen 
plunged a boathook into it.

unfortunate Sovereign was greeted on 
this visit, his last to Moscow, I could 
not help being deeply moved when I 
was ushered into the presence of the 
cruel-eyed, grim-mouthed mystery man 
who now rules all Russia, the power- 
ful Dictator before whom 250,000,000 
people trembled. 


It is not easy to be received by’ 


Stalin. He does not care for visitors, 
and has an almost: morbid horror of 
publicity. Which, perhaps, is one rea- 
son why there are such frequent re- 
ports that he lives in abject terror of 
attempts against his life. 


To one who. knows something of 
Stalin, or who has met him, the idea 
that he could be in terror is hard to 
accept. The man who killed with his 
own ‘hand in his early _revolutionary 
days, who has passed through the 
ordeals and experiences of Stalin, 
could not possibly. bow to fear. In 
addition he is an Oriental, with that 
tinge of fatalism in his character that 
is inseparably Oriental. Life for him 
has no importance, neither his own 
nor that of others, as he has so often 
proved. 


I did not ask to see Stalin in the 


capacity of a newspaper interviewer, 
and he had reasons for wishing to 
see me. So I found few obstacles in 
my path. . 

At the outer gate of the Kremlin I 
had shown my permit to the soldier 
on guard. An officer was called to 
scrutinize it, and I was given into the 
care of another soldier who led .me 
across the inner courtyard, then into 
the palace through the corridors and 
private apartments of the former 
Tzars to the door of. Stalin’s office. 
Silently, the soldier motioned that I 
was to go inside. ’ 

I found myself in the presence of 
the Dictator—the mystery man of 
Europe’s grim question mark, the 
Soviet Republic. ' 

Stalin produces an impression of 
force and power. The room in which 
he works adds to this. It had once 
been the study of the Tzar, but the 
rich damask curtains and wall hang: 
ings that once adorned it have been 
taken down, and the white-washed 
walls and absence of ornament make 
the room appear much more vast than 
it really is. There is an immense desk, 
with a few papers and books arranged 
on it in orderly fashion, five or six 
telephones, and a long row of bells 
placed one next to the other. There 
are two chairs; Stalin’s, and. another 
one standing opposite, on the other 
side of the desk; a filing cabinet, and 
that is all. The desk is placed in the 
middle of the room, disproving the 
stories that Stalin “sits with his back 
to the wall at the far end of a room 
which is virtually a sealed vault.” 


When I was introduced into the 
presence of the Dictator, he rose from 
his chair, without, however, leaving it, 
and greeted me politely. He had 
read a translation of one of my books, 
and this served us both as an in- 
formal introduction. But this first 
sight of him was already a surprise. 
Stalin from his pictures gives the im- 
pression of being gigantically tall. In 


reality, this is not at all the case, He 
is of quite ordinary height, but the 
head and shoulders are quite enor- 
mous. His hair is thick and curly, with 
a few gray streaks here and there, 
especially on the temples. Stalin’s 
eyes peer from under bushy brows, 
and like his mouth are distinctly 
Oriental; filled with Eastern cunning 
and cruelty. 

His voice is one of the amazing 
points in his personality. One would 
expect it to be rough, but on the eon- 
trary, it is soft—too soft, in fact. The 
disagreeable part about the Dictator’s 
voice is its Georgian accent that 
brings to mind too sweet cakes or 
candy. It takes one a few minutes to 
get used to it. 


As I have said, he got up when he 
saw. me. He greeted me with the 
words, “I am very happy to meet you, 
Count.” This phrase startled . The 
last thing which I had expectéd was 
to be addressed by my title in_ the 
land which has banned all titles and 
distinction. But I repressed my aston- 
ishment, and replied that I was pleased,

indeed, to find myself in the presence 
of one who occupied such an important 
place in the world, a remark which 
made Stalin smile. When he smiles, 
his entire face is illuminated, and tiny 
wrinkles play about the corners of his 
eyes. 

We talked of many things, talked 
like two people discussing subjects 
upon which we were not in accord. 
Stalin has a stronger faith in Russia 
than anyone I have ever met. He 
wants to see Russia great and power- 
ful; he hopes she will reach that point 
before he disappears. 

1 asked the Dictator point-blank 
whether he wanted Kussia to use force 
against other nations if necessary. 

“Why should I want sueh a thing?” 
he asked. “War always spells ruin for 
all those who engage in it, whether 
vanquished or triumphant. War re- 
tards every industrial and commercial 
development, no matter how speedily 
ammunition factories may work. 

“No man having the responsibility 
10 decide whether or not his country 
should enter into war can, without 
pause, start a conflagration, if only 
for the reason that war always brings 
consequences that are impossible to 
foresee. We have seen what the last 
one has done for Europe and the en- 
tire world. To provoke another war 
now would be worse than a crime. 
Notice that I am talking from the 
commercial and financial point of view. 


not alone from the humanitarian one. 
But at the same time no government 
can afford not to prepare itself for 
war, not to be ready for war. This 
is what we are doing in Russia, this 
is what we will always do.” 

I ventured to put to the Red leader 
a question about the army, and the 
so-called military conspiracy which re- 
cently ended with the execution of 
Marshal Tukachevsky and other gen- 
erals. But he stopped me with the 
curt remark. “This is not a subject 1 
care to discuss,” j 

Stalin asked me whether I had found 
many changes in Moscow, and what 1 
thought of them. I could only say that 
the city had been modernized, but that 
I regretted the disappearance of ancient 
landmarks to which Moscow had owed 
so much of its picturesqueness. Such 
landmarks for instance, as the chapel 
of the Iberian Virgin. 

“And by the way,” I added, “what 
has become of and where have you 
put the ancient ikon?” 

The Dictator shrugged his massive 
shoulders in a gesture of complete in- 
difference. 

“How can I know what they have 
done with her?” he said. 

And then it was that he offered me 
tea which was brought already poured 
in its cups by a soldier in uniform, 
cups which were well Known to me 
They were those used during Court 
balls in Petrograd and in Moscow. 
and as I sipped 1 wondered whether 
| had ever drunk before out of that 
Same cup. 

I have mentioned the row of 
on Stalin's desk.

story; it is one of many similar fan- 
tastic yarns. 7 

It is a generally accepted belief that 
Stalin has no friends, that he is the 
loneliest man upon earth. Lonely 
he is, of that there can be no doubt. 
But it is the loneliness of a man who 
is not understood, 

The Soviet chief believes in his 
superiority over those who surround 
him to an extent I have never met in 
anyone else, with the possible excep- 
tion of Bismark. But the latter, being 
an ultra civilized and cultured man, 
could keep his ego within bounds, 
Stalin, though trying constantly to in- 
struct himself, is in reality uncultured, 

Stalin has a few friends who are 
passionately devoted to him, who 
would give up everything, including 
life itself for him. He was a devoted 
son to his mother, who died about a 
year ago; he was a good husband to 
the young wife he lost tragically, and 
he is a thoughful father to her children. 
At home or among the small circie of 
people he frequents, he can be a 
friendly companion. 

Sometimes the Soviet tron-man goes 
to visit in his small circle of friends. 
No one knows beforehand, except the 
person who is to be his host, and his 
bodyguards. 

Stalin's car is always preceded and 
followed by others, and is surrounded 
by a mounted escort. 

What will Stalin do? It is impossible 
to talk with nim, even for the shortest 
of times, without feeling that he also 
might perform great things. The 
trouble is that no man can perform 
vreat things or great deeds alone, and 
Stalin is completely alone, knows it, 
and suffers from it. Suffers as acute. 
iy as a not sufficiently civilized nature 
such as his, can suffer, : 


When you have finished this story 
you will undoubtedly wonder how 
Jan Velge ever managed to live as 
long as he did. He was exactly the 

_ type of evil villain one finds in a 
mystery drama where everyone hopes 
he will be the victim. 

Velgo was a native of Brno, 
‘Czechoslovakia, the eighth and 
youngest child of a respected family. 
At the age of 15, after a normal and 


healthy childhood, he became par-— 


tially crippled when his spine de- 
veloped a curvature. This physical 
deformity, as so often happens with 
cripples, generated an _ inferiority 
complex, particularly in relation to 
the opposite sex; as well as a burn- 
ing ambition to succeed and be in- 
dependent. 


He dreaded the ridicule of girls, 
therefore he shied away from them 
in his young years. He concentrated 
on his studies, drove himself relent- 
lessly, and began to make his mark 
in the world with unusual rapidity. 
Soon after finishing at the univer- 
sity he became an assistant judge. 

To his fellow citizens he appeared 
to be a shy, highly cultured young 
man. Despite his deformity, he 
could have married into several of 
the leading families of Brno, but his 
- feeling of imferiority, and his fear 
of ridicule, caused him to avoid mar- 
riage. He admitted he was suspi- 
cious of all women. 

“If a woman wants me,” he was 
often heard to say during his life- 
time, “it must be for a very prac- 
tical reason—either Sh account of 
my money or my ion,” 

He soon began to amass money. 


fortune. He wanted to be financially 


independent, to avoid at any cost the 


humiliation of being a burden. 
Desire for Women 
Becomes a Mania. 


Years passed, he rose higher and 
higher up the judiciary ladder, and 
at the same time his desire for wom- 
en developed into a mania. In his 
youth he had not dared to approach 
them because he knew he could not 
compete with ofher men; now he 
knew that, in many instances, he 
could buy .their favors. And if he 
* could not buy a woman, then he 
could trap her and take her, knowing 
that his high position and influence 
would shield him from prosecution. 

When he was 37—that was in 1920, 
and he had become district judge in 
Teschen, Czechoslovakia—he fouand 
himself temporarily in hot water 
after seducing a girl of 16. The in- 
vestigation was quashed, but when 
he returned to his native Brno, just 
after achieving the position of cir- 
cuit judge in charge of the divorce 
court, his reputation as a seducer and 
debaucher of women followed after 
him like a slimy trail. 

Judge “Veigo had his own method 
of contacting victims. He advertised 
in the newspapers that he would be 
willing to advance small loans, with- 
out interest, to “deserving girls.” 
These girls, it turned out, proved de- 
serving when 1, they happened to be 

regnant, er 2, when they were will- 

ng to become pregnant by their 
“benefactor,” 

In these cases he advanced the 
money required for an abortion, then 
made the girls pay him back in small 
sums. He usually managed to make 
a profit—and at the same time grat- 
ified his evil hebby. 

The police were not precisely ig- 
norant of Velgo’s activities, but they 
hesitated to attack one so highly 
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placed. Besides, the victims feared 
to accuse him, realizing that he could 
easily trump up some sort of case 
against them. Thus for years he was 
able to continue his perhaps maniacal 
diversions. 


He kept a record of his sexual ad- 
ventures, listing in each instance the 
name of the woman, the date and 
other such details as appealed to him. 
Undoubtedly he gloated over this 
diary and often referred to it, de- 
lighted that, for all his deformity, he 
had achieved a sort of mastery over 
the sex he once had feared. 


We come now to a Sunday after- 
noon in the spring of 1934 when he 
launched what he intended to be an- 
other casual conquest. Observing an 
attractive girl sitting alone on a 
bench in a public park in Brno, he 
sat down near her and presently 
asked if she could loan him a pencil. 
She handed him a pencil and they 
began a conversation. 

As fate would have it, this young 
woman was no run-of-the-mill pick- 
up. Indeed, she was a very unusual 
person, and extremely experienced, 
even if she was only 21. Could Judge 
Velgo have known the calculating 
nature of her character, he would 
have given that park bench a wide 
berth that Sunday afternoon. 


The new sexual prospect was Marie 
Havlick, daughter of a janitor. While 
still in her teens she had worked in 
a factory, but thanks to persever- 
ance and other qualities she had 
managed to take a business course, 
to acquire German—the second offi- 
cial language in Czechoslovakia—and 
to learn even a smattering of Eng- 
lish. Thus fortified, she had obtain 
a job as a bookkeeper in a commer- 
cial firm. 

Marie Havlick had discovered, 
quite early, how to make use of her 
charms. When she met Velgo she 
had already had affairs with nine 
men, using each of them to further 
her ambitions. Thus, one lover had 
contributed instruction in German, 
another had supplied the money for 
a business course. Others had helped 
with money or other services. 

Not once had she lost her head in 
this seemingly complicated emotional 
career. She appeared thoroughly 
adept at juggling all her affairs, and 
she carried on-a voluminous corre- 
spondence which she methodically 
arranged in a business file in her 
home.

So, to an unexpected degree, Greek 
met Greek when Velgo fell in with 
Miss Havlick. He envisioned a quick 
conquest, but he learned differently. 
She tempted him, and eluded him, 
and gave him a therough run-around 
for several months. The result was 
that Velgo, leng accustomed to girls 
with a minimum amount of will 
power and shrewdness, went mad 
about her. 

He wrote her fervent love letters. 
He told her such things as, “The 
other night I promenaded in front 
of your house, not minding the pelt- 
ing rain, and hoping te get just a 
glimpse of your sweet little face. 
However, I was unlucky...’ When 
he wrote this he was 54, three years 
older than Marie’s father. 

One afternoon in August, 1934, she 
consented to visit him in his apart- 
ment. Velgo behaved admirably as 
he showed her his collection of val- 
uable paintings. But then he got 
around to exhibiting samples of his 
nude photographs — photographing 
women in the nude being a corollary 
of his hobby. However, his guest 
was greatly shocked—or pretended 
she was—and refused to see him 
again for several weeks. 

When next she visited Velgo’s 
place, she encountered there a girl 
named Heda Reichel, who had been 
the jurist’s plaything for some time. 
After an introductory conversation, 
he suggested that the girls pose for 
photos, first in full dress, later in the 
nude. Miss Reichel appeared entirely 
willing, so Marie, after some hesita- 
tion, agreed. 

Two weeks later she began to be 
intimate with her ardent friend. 

In the spring of 1935 the associ- 
ation was interrupted when Velgo 
went to Soviet Russia on a study trip 
which lasted for five weeks. Upon 
his return he found himself wilder 
than ever about Miss Havlick. Fi- 
nally, that fall, he asked her to marry 
him, and she speedily consented. 
This was apparently the goal she 
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had been striving for since the be- 
ginning. What if Jan were a cripple 
—he was a rich man, too. To her 
way of thinking, Affair Number 10 
promised to become the most profit- 
able of all. bau 

However, her parents objected 
strenuously to the elderly jurist. 
When Velgo appeared at the modest 
Havlick quarters to meet his sweet- 
heart’s parents, they gave him to un- 
derstand that, despite his money and 
position, they did not consider this 
a suitable match. He would not lis- 
ten to their objections, instead he be- 
came violent of speech, told them 
that this was his own affair and 
warned them not to interfere in his 
private business.

Velgo immediately took certain 
steps.

WHAT TO PLANT IN 
DECEMBER. 


PLANTS: Set out roses, straw-

BULBS-LILIES: Crocuses, daffo- 
dils, tulips, ramunculus, anem- 
ones and lilies of the valley out- 
doors as well as indoors. Freesias 
and paper white narcissus may 
be planted in the house.

SHRUBBERY: Have your shrub- 
bery planted this month, ever- 
greens, conifers and flowering 
shrubs.

There was a time, 
and that not so long ago, that the 
only planning and planting thought 
about was done in the front of the 
house. That time is gone now and 
oftentimes the backyard is even more 
beautiful than the front. The front 
of the house must be landscaped for 
the public and should conform, at 
least in generality, with others in the 
neighborhood. Behind the house is 
the real private garden. There it is 
that there may be seen the individ- 
uality of the home owner and it is 
not an uncommon sight to see what 
might well be called an outdoor liv- 
ing room. 

There are no rules that should be 
laid down as to what should be found 
in an outdoor living room. This de- 
pends entirely upon the individual. 
There may be a member of the house- 
hold who is interested in a kitchen 
garden. If so, this should be incor- 
porated into the plan. Your interest 
may be centered on dahlias (these 
tubers should be taken out of the 
ground and stored through the winter 
in peat moss) or roses or a rock 
garden. Work these various interests 
into a complete plan and follow this 
plan for one year. 


Although well-designed gardens 
are becoming numerous, most home 
owners are content with the layout 
that was given to them by the sub- 
divider. That is they accept the side- 
walks, back fence or lack of back 
fence, steep banks or other natural 
boundaries as sufficient delineation 
for their garden and go ahead plant- 
ing the garden without further 
thought as to the general effect. 


In some cases there is set up a re- 
action against any well-defined plan, 
or designing. There is the feeling that 
out-of-doors planting should be as 
informal as possible. This, with the 
feeling that nature will take care of 
much of the planning. This is not 
really true, however, and an informal 
garden really requires quite as much 
care to make it appear informal as 
does a formal one. 

Your Backyard Garden. 

If your backyard garden is to give 
you and your friends the maximum 
amount of pleasure it will be neces- 
sary for it to give a pleasing picture 
as a whole as well as in its part. This 
was brought out very clearly to us 
only recently. We were asked to visit 
a friend’s garden and at the first op- 
portunity stopped to do so. Just out- 
side the back door was a small grass 
plot, bounded on the one side by the 
drive leading to the garage and on 
the other by a very beautiful bed of 
gorgeous dahlias. Directly back of 
this grass plot and alongside the ga- 
rage was a large bed of flowers for 
cutting. About 20 feet back of this 
cut flower bed was an old wire fence 
that was probably put in vears ago 
by the subdivider. On the other 
side of the fence was one of the finest 
collections of tin cans, orange crates, 
old brooms and other trash that was 
ever before seen on display. A beau- 
tiful garden that was almost ruined 
by the general view. This may very 
easily be corrected by the placing of 
a screen to hide this eyesore.

WHAT TO DO IN DECEMBER, 


MULCHING: December is the ac- 
cepted month for mulching 
shrub beds as well as perennials 
and roses. The best material for 
this purpose is a mixture of peat 
moss and sheep or cow manure. 

FERTILIZING: Bone meal, raw, 
is the best material for fertiliz- 
ing roses and bulbs as they are 
placed in the ground. A light 
application of bone meal or 
sheep manure is good for the 
lawn at this time to promote 
winter stooling. | 

PRUNING: Take the tall stems 
out of roses, remove the dead 
wood from all shrubs, both de- 
ciduous and evergreen. The 
flowering shrubs that bloom 
after the first of June should be 
pruned now. = Spring flowering 
shrubs should be pruned after 
they have bloomed next spring. 

SPRAYING: Now that fruit trees 
are dormant they should have a 
thorough dormant spraying us- 
ing scalecide or dry lime sulphur 
for the peaches. Dormant spray- 
ing for scales is most important 
and should not be overlooked.

The first 
task of the painter would be to blot 
out the ugly view with a more suit- 
able background, and the first task of 
the gardener should be to plant out 
these unsightly views. | 


Backyard Screen. 


The most effective screen and the 
most beautiful background for flow- 
ers is made with trees and shrubbery. 
It is possible, with the aid of them, 
to make pleasing informal arrange- 
ments with a varied skyline to shut 
out these undesirable views, and 
where there is a view to be desired, 
skillful planting will bring it into the 
gargen picture, enhanced in effect by 
being suitably framed by the planting 
of shrubs and trees. This screen 
planting, as suggested, is shown in the 
illustration and a great number of 
plants may be used to carry it out. 


To mark corners that will be seen 
from a distance, it will be best to use 
some.kind of a shade tree. If this is 
to be used only as a marker, one of 
the tall, slim trees will be best. For 
this purpose use a lombardy poplar 
or tulip poplar. These two trees are 
both very fast growing, very tall and 
slim and give very little shade. When 
50 feet tall, they are only about 10 
feet in diameter. They may be trans- 
planted with little trouble and are 
usually used as screens or markers. 


If there is a particularly ugly spot 
that needs to be blotted out and that 
located at a low point, one of the best 
shade trees to use for this purpose is 
an old-fashioned magnolia tree. This 
tree is an evergreen, reaches an ulti- 
mate height of about 30 to 40 feet. 
Because of the fact that its branches 
are low and spreading, it is impossible 
to get grass to grow underneath a 
magnolia tree. For fast-growing trees, 
that are almost universally satisfac- 
tory, there is the silver maple. This 
tree is easy to transplant, grows very 
fast and has a pleasing shape. The 
leaves are light green in color and the 
underside is a light green silver. 

For the background of this screen, 
the best plant that is commonly used 
is Ligustrum Japonicum, or Japanese 
Privet. It is a broadleaf evergreen, 
vigorous and upright in growth; will 
quickly grow to about 10 feet and 
ultimately reach a height of 15 to 20 
feet. The shrub may be pruned, and 
kept at a lower height if necessary, 
leaves are thick and a glossy bright 
green. 

Two plants that may be used for 
intermediate height are Ligustrum 
Lucidum and abelia. These two 
plants are often used as companion 
plants, since they are so similar in 
the general character of their growth. 
Ligustrurn Lucidum quickly grows to 
a height of about three feet and will 
eventually attain a height of six to 
eight feet. The leaves are large,

On Garden Subjects 


By MRS. FLETCHER PEARSON CROWN 


Question: Why doesn’t my nandina 
keep its berries? I have three plant- 
ed together but they shed blooms, 
having no berries for winter. 


Answer: Usually the trouble is lack 
of food. I think if you will give each 
plant a cupful of acid phosphate now, 
worked into the soil, you should have 
blooms in the spring and berries next 
fall. If your plan 
you may use twice as. much fertilizer. 
In the spring give each plant a small 
cup of Agrico well worked, then well 
watered into the soil. 


Question: When and how do you 
suggest to prune a firethorn? 


Answer: I like to prune while the 
berries are pretty. In other words, I 
cut the branches of berries with the 
thought of pruning in mind. But in 
case there are no berries to prune, 
I would prune any time during the 
winter. It is difficult to say how 
without knowing more about where 


bounds, so if they 
background they should be permitted 
to grow tall, with just enough prun- 
ing to keep the growth strong and 
firm. You may make cuttings of your 
prunings if you have room to place 
them, for they root readily. 

Question: My problem is my abelia, 
it is tall and wide, but bare, under- 
neath, What shall I do to make it 
thicken? 


Answer: Pruning is the solution to 
your problem. You may prune now 
or later, any time until March. Cut 
it back severely.” Two feet is enough 
to leave. Then fertilize well, at this 
time using acid phosphate, then in the 
spring use Agrico. You can root all 
the pieces that you cut off. Then 
during the spring and summer use 
your fingers to pinch back all vigor- 


ous shoots. Do not let them grow 
tall. Make the plant thicken at the 
bottom. 


Don’t fail to plant winter grass 
then keep all leaves lightly raked of 
of it. Keep it cut, 


bright, shiny green, of a rather dense 
character of growth, The plant itself 
grows compactly and has a white 
flower in the spring which is neither 
very beautiful nor conspicuous and 
is followed by blue-black berries that 
are held on the plant throughout the 
winter, 

The abelia, which is used as a com- 
panion plant, has the same general 
character of growth, but the leaves 
are smaller and of a lighter shade of 
green, It is the finest all-purpose 
plant for the south, quick growth to 
3 feet, ultimate height 6 feet, beari 
beautiful pinkish white bell-sha 
flowers borne in clusters. There are 
a number of other plants that may be 
used as screens, such as altheas, 
laurels, weigelas, spirea Van Houtte 
and a number of others, but the three 
plants discussed are probably the 
most satisfactory. 

To make the most effective use of 
these plants, set them in groups of 
three or four. Do not plant them in 
a straight line, but stagger them. In 
estimating the plants, figure on one 
plant for each 3 feet.
